Roosevelt ordered that this de t 
up to 146,000 in order to man new 
ships now under construction and 
to put 100 per cent crews on all 
ships. The navy had been operating 
on a basis of 85 per cent crews.

Roosevelt indicated he felt full com- 
plements should be placed aboard 
all ships because of the war. 

In addition, the navy is building 
up its air force rapidly. and is ex- 
pected to reach its authorized maxi- 
mum air force 3.000 planes next 
year. Originally, this goal was not 
expected to be reached util 1940 
Cong. ess is exproted to approve the 
navy's request for $28,000,000 to pur- 
chas: $18 new planes, which would 
give the navy ias full 3,000 plane 
force. The new planes are expected 
to be mostly training and patrol 
ships. 


Chairman Vinson (D., Ga.) of the 
House Naval Affairs Committee has 
announced he will sponsor a bill 
authorizing a new $1,300,000,000 na- 
val expansion program, designed to 
effect a general 25 per cent increase 
in size of the navy. Vinson’s bill 
is merely an authorization, however, 
and it is doubted whether it will be 
reflected in this year’s appropria- 
tions even if passed by Congress.

At a time when Wall Street and the war- 
iongers of every breed are pressing for a 
Sharp reduction on all social measures, Mayor 
_ kaGuardia chose as the theme of his message 
ii the City Council “economy.” 

I beg you on bended knee,” said the 
25 Mayor, not to send any legislation across 
the hall that carries with it expenditures or 
eutails additional charges on our treasury.” 
Conditions among the common people— 
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especially among the thousands who are un- 
employed through no fault of their own— 
are such that the defense and extension of 
Social legislation is the prime need of the 
day. Ninety thousand jobless men applied 
the other day for 2,000 Civil Service jobs 
but at the very moment the Mayor was halt- 
ing the employing of 3,500 men by the Civil 
service. The costs of living is rising daily 
city administration proposes to the 
service Commission a $60 annual wage 
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ready hard hit by the last legislature, were 
again socked by the Mayor’s capital outlay 
budget. 

These actions, together with the Mayor’s 
message to the Council, will bring great 
comfort to the Tammany Council majority 
whose reactionary theme song is also “econ- 
omy.” Like the Roosevelt administration 
does nationally, the Mayor, in words and 
deeds, is proceeding to gear the city to a 
possible “war emergency.” But with more 
vigor and unity than ever, the trade unions 
and the people will have to press the fight 
for social needs, in the city and in Albany. 


The Origin and Purpose 
Of a War-Mongering Lie 


» One of the most outrageous lies ever 
peddled by the petty gossipy column of Os- 
wald Garrison Villard in The Nation maga- 
zine was the following: 


“One other piece of bad news I must give. It is

Regardless of where Villard picked this 
up, it is plain that he is here becoming the 
bearer and propagator of its foul content, 
and equally guilty with the liars who al- 
legedly gave him the “inside dope.” 


There is not only the general policy of 
the Socialist Soviet Union from its very in- 
ception, that is of complete equality and 
freedom for all minorities and nationalities, 
but this is expressed in the Stalin Constitu- 
tion which makes anti-Semitism and other 
racial discrimination a crime. 


Just recently in last week's elections for 
local Soviets in eight Union Republics of the 
USSR, one of the outstanding features was 
the great number of Jewish workers, intel- 
lectuals and collective farmers who were 
nominated and elected. Solomon Mikhoels, 
People’s Artist of the Republic, was elected to 
the Moscow City Soviet, along with Jacob 
Smushkevich, twice awarded the title of 
Hero of the Soviet Union and present chief 
of the Air Forces of the Red Army, Dr. B. 
Sheelovich, director of the largest hospital 
in the Soviet Union (the Botkin hospital), 
Solomon Pevzner, store manager, and others. 
They are only typical of the thousands of 
Jewish people—too numerous to mention— 
who were among the newly-elected deputies 
to the local Soviets. 


The contemptible slander which Villard 
promotes is of a piece with the rest of the 
anti-Soviet lies which are published daily by 
the capitalist press to incite war hysteria. It 
is a disservice to the Jewish people as to all 
other decent Americans. 

Villard gives an example of how such 
fantastic lies start, their purpose and just 
how much faith the American people can put 
in the capitalist press and its “liberal” war- 
mongering stooges. 


The Hoover ‘Relief?’ Fund 


Looks Phony to the Workers 


„. Distrust is growing, especially through- 
out the labor movement, over the Let’s-Help- 
Baron-Mannerheim drive. The very fact 
that Herbert Hoover is one of the chief in- 
stigators of this movement in itself arouses 
suspicion on the part of many people who 
are not otherwise acquainted with the facts 
in the Finnish situation. 


This suspicion is reflected in the leading 
editorial in “Labor,” organ of the railway 
unions, which comments sarcastically on the 
fact that “it is very noticeable that many of 
those most conspicuous in the movement to 
relieve distress in foreign lands, are now, 
and for years have been, insisting that Uncle 
Sam must balance his budget without regard 
to the effect on the unemployed.” 


As a matter of fact, there is no contradic- 
tion between what reactionaries like Hoover 
are doing in Finland and their policy in the 
United States. The Tories know that the 
fight between the Soviet Union and the Fin- 
nish White Guards, is a fight for the securi- 
ty of the Socialist Republic—a struggle 
which has been instigated by the most pow- 
erful financial circles of London and Wall 
Street. The reactionaries look upon the de- 
struction of the Soviet Union as one of the 
necessary steps in the suppression of the 
rights of the people here at home. That is 
why they are trying, as the Cleveland Union 
(CIO) Leader suggests, to “use the Finnish 
relief mission and the Finnish people for the 
purpose of drawing America into a terrible, 
bloody war.” 


Nor is Hoover the sole culprit in this 


fiendish plan. It will be remembered that it 


was Mrs. Roosevelt who first publicly pro- 
posed that the Great Engineer start gath- 
ering in the people’s money for Baron Man- 
nerheim. Actually, the “relief” drive is only 
one link in a chain of anti-Soviet actions 
engineered from the White House and the 
State Department. 

The Mannerheim “relief” drive directly 
menaces the peace of the country. The labor 
movement should openly combat this hypo- 


critical campaign and roundly condemn lead-

The extent to which the war psychology

It seems that the students’ recent con- 
vention actually dared to vote their opposi- 
tion to war, and even refused to believe the 
headlines of the press on the Finnish situa- 
tion, refusing to join the war cry against the 
USSR on the basis of the press incitements. 

For this simple difference of opinion with 
the Government and the Hoover gang the 
World-Telegram urges that the Dies Com- 
mittee and the Department of Justice “main-. 
tain a watchmul eye” on the American Stu- 
dents Union! Think of it! The students 
don’t take the word of Baron Mannerheim 
or Hoover—and they instantly become ob- 
jects of police surveillance.
